The fourth 
bench is not yet in use, bat there are 
piled tip 19 boxes which will be put in 
as soon as possible. 


Tho foreman of the construction train 


has reported to Coroner Irwin that in 
the hill at the north end of the bridge 
across the Grindstone were nine bodies 
completely incinerated so that the BOX 
ooolduot be distinguished. 


A few rods west of where the Dolnth 


depot stood was f onnd the body of *, 
woman. To tins must be added the 
few bodies shipped out, the two buried 
by Jim Hunt's party, four interred by 
another explorer, Stantle, by name, 
making the total of about 225 accounted 
for in Hinckley aud vicinity.

At Pokegama, or Brook Park, the 


dead have been nearly all accounted 
for and will not run over 25. At Miller 
were buried 12; at Sandstone 67. These 
igtu-es, with nn estimate, show those 
not yet found bring the total up to 379. 
The latter estimate may be too low, but 
it is a matter of absolute conjecture, 
w.d it is here that the widely different 
totals are found. Some think at least 
300 settlers in camps are yet to be found. 


There were 113 inhabitants in the 


township ancl there were probably a few 
other fatalities. 


At Hinckley there has been consider- 


able activity during the day. The sur- 
livora have glaced the executive direc- 
tion of affairs*in charge of "a committee, 
of which H. G. Davis is chairman and

Lumber and supplies came up yester- 


•day and a cook shanty, enclosed on

dant quantities for the refugees.

WASHINGTON, Sept. B.-The peculiar

: gists, and niauy experiments have been 
going on in diffarouc observatories to 
aeternuuo its oattse and natui-o. The 
weather bureau officials have been mak- 
ing observations, and the opinions of 
two of the professors is given to the 
public. 


Professor Henry A. Eazou Buys: 
. ilie conditions east of the Missis- 
sippi rivor ttra unquestionably due to 
forest; Ores, just as in 1871 and 1881. 
The forest fires this year have been 
much more serious than common owing 
to the drouth that has existed. The at- 
mosphere has bseii very dry, and ex- 
tends to enormous heights." 


Professor 
Cleveland Abbe of tho 


weather bureau, who has made a special 
research into this smoke phenomena 
says: 
' 


"I begin to-day a collection of all the 


data the weather bureau lias relative to 
tlie spread df the haze which now covers 
the greater part of the United States. 


"Early in July I began to receive ro- 


ports of forest ires and large ureas of 
Binoko in Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
npper Michigan. 
Since then reports 


have come from lower Michigan, New 
York and Pennsylvania. There is every 
reason to beliove that all of the smoke 
haze which now odvai-s the country is 
tho result of the diffusion of snioko of 
bottling forests aud crops. 


•"This smoke from tho forest and 
prairie fires is diffused perceptibly to a 
greater distance than many people im- 
agine possible. About the time of the 
great Chicago nre there \vore also ex- 
tensive fires, whose smoke was carried 
rapidly and directly eastward, and 
within two weeks' time was reported by 
numerous vessels in a continuous series 
from our Atlantic coast more than half 
way over to Africa. 


* 'In some parts of the country it has 


been reported that owing to tho.vorioty 
of this cloud of haze, injurious frosts 
have been prevented. In other parts of 
theconutry hazs is said to have miti- 
gated the heat of tho snu so as fco have 
favored, to a small extent, tho growth of 
corn and other crops especially injured 
by a long drouth." 


Smull HtimUit Reported. Destroyed.

Remarkable Collision on the Baltimore and

In some reapecU defective, as are all 
tariff laws, but taken aa a whole it 
formulates the host tariff policy the 
government has ever given the peo- 
ple slrrce the war 
With the excep- 


tkn ot excessive protection to the 
Sugar Trust, there is not a vital 
feature of the bill that is not highly 
commendable, and even the sugar 
schedule has the merit of reducing 
the profits of the Sugar Trust nearly 
fifty per cent. 


The manufacturers who declare 


that they must reduce wages because 
of the passage of the Wilson 
tariff 


bill are neither just to themselves 
nor theSr workmeu. 
If manufac- 


turers shall pay to labor the full 
amount of tariff taxes oii their pro- 
ducts in excess of the wages paid for 
like labor in competing countries 
abroad, the wages of our American 
workmen will be increased instead of 
diminished. The McKlnlej bill in- 
creased tariff taxes ostensibly to in- 
crease the wages of labor, but there 
were reductions of wages throughout 
the protected industries of the land 
under that tariff, and very few in- 
stances, if any, In which they were 
increased. 
The protected employers 


took the benefit ot the increased 
tariff taxes for themselves and left 
labor without increase of wages, and 
in many instances with 
reduced 


wages. The 
workingmen 
of 
the 


country have become quite too Intel- 
ligent to be deceived on this point 
and the manufacturers who pay to 
labor the taxes levied by the govern- 
ment for Its protection will make 
the most in the end. 


There may be a slight increase in 


the cost of sugar to consumers under 
the new tariff bill, but in any event 
it will hardly be perceptible. 
Under 


the McKinley bill tue people paid 
over $20,000,000 of taxes to the Sugar 
Trust and 812,000,000 as bounty to 
sugar producers, making an aggre- 
gate tax of nearly $35,000,000, not a 
dollar of which went into the Treas- 
ury. 
Under the new tariff law the 


people will pay a very slight increape 
of taxes on sugar, but the Treasury 
will be benefltted to the extent of 
some 840,000,000 a year, and that 
amount of money is absolutely nee 
cssary to enable the government to 
pay the expenses saddled upon it by 
the profligacy ot the last Republican 
administration. 
The sugar taxes tlie 


people shall pay under the new bill 
they will pay into their own Treas- 
ury and get the benefit of it them- 
selves, while under the McKinley 
bill they paid neatly as much solely 
for the benefit of the Sugar Trust 
and a few sugar producers.— I'/iila 
Times. 


With few exceptions Republican 


journals positively assert that in con- 
sequence of the passage of the new 
tariff bill wages will be reduced. But 
wages will not be reduced. The cut 
under McKiuleyism was far too deep. 
The change in wage rates will hence- 
forth bo upward. It will be well to 
remember too that a reduction of 
taxation is equivalent to a corres- 
ponding increase in wages. The year 
of"18Sl4 has been one of depression, of 
suffering, of idleness and absolute 
want, but the turning point lias been 
reached, and just as soon as the Mc- 
Kinley law was wiped from the stat- 
ute books the tide of prosperity be- 
gan to rise. 


The Democratic party agreed to

Out of a popula- 
tion of 1,000,000, 117 persons own and 
enjoy tho revenues from a third of the 
property. The old cities of Europe can 
furnish no more startling illustration of 
tho unequal distribution of wealth. One 
hundred mid five years ago Jolm Jacob 
Astor, the old peddler and fur trader, 
bought his first real estate in Now York. 
It was a lot for which he paid $25. 
Early in the present century ho was al- 
ready the largest real estate owner in 
the city, anfl his descendants remain at 
tho head to this day. The Goelets are 
the next largest. .The names of the gild- 
ed 117 are largely those of the old 
Knickerbockers who bought land for a 
trifle and hold on to it. 


The owners of these vast estates fol- 


low the policy of thoir fathers. Year by 
year they aro buying real estate still. 
Unflor the present system it is only a 
question of tamo when the whole huge 
city will bo parceled out among half a 
dozen ruling families.
